_ Mrs, Loleta D.. Fyan,State—Li 
brarian and president-elect of the 
American Library Association, 
said today that Crawford County 
is on a mental starvation diet. She 
went on to explain that her state- 
ment is based on a recent study 
conducted by the“Michigan State 
Library as to the number of books 
per resident for each of Mich- 
igan’s 83 counties. Of the 83 coun- 
ties surveyed, 76 have inadequate 
food for the mind, 5 counties-Ar- 
enac, Keweenaw, Lake, Luce and 
Montmoreney--are without any 
mental ncurfshment, they_ have 
no libraries at_all, _ Ze 

“According tO the American Li- 
brary  Association’s minimum 
standards for counties of Craw 
ford’s size, there should be 3 books | 
per capita. Crawford County has 
only 3-5 book per capita,” . said 
Mrs. Fyan. “An inadequacy in 
books js certainly mental starva- 
tion. A solution to Crawford 
County’s diet problem is an_ad- 
justment in the present State 
-Grants to Public Libraries., These 
state-aHotments have been based 


-on’ 1940 population figures. Since 


then the state has increased by al- 
most 1,000,000 new residents. Also 
the dollar has shrunk to 50% of 
its value,” 

“In these days of uncertainty.” 
Mrs. Fyan went on to say, “It is 
necessary for libraries to furnish 
food _for the mind, good books 
that serve the need of all resi- 
dents; practical’ books of how to 
do and what to do, as well as 
books of “faith and hope. Unless 
an adjustment is made of the pre- 
sent State Grants to Public 
braries, Crawford County will 
continue on its starvation diet.”

Herbert Hoover made on December 20th on which 
everyone can agree—it was the fuse which set off the 
most comprehensive and searching debate on foreign 
policy which this country has seen in a long time. It 
inspired a tremendous flood of mail to members of Con- 
gress and other key government officials, and the great 
bulk of the writers, it is reliably reported from the 
capital, approved of all or most of the ex-President’s

Senator Taft, who is now really justifying his title 


of “Mr. Republican,” followed. this up with two major|_ 


speeches—one on the floor of the Senate, the other be- 
fore the National Press Club. Mr..Taft is not in 100 per 
cent accord with Mr. Hoover—they differ on the ques- 
tion of just how vital Europe is to the defense of this 
hemisphere—but he goes with him most of the way. 
Both men are for building up the air force and the navy 
to the limit, but they see no need for ground forces of 
the size desired by the Administration. Both think 
that Europe has been derelict in looking out for her own 
military security. Both are convinced that we can't 
save the free world by ourselves. And Mr. Taft made 
one very compelling point in discussing the shipment of 
American supplies and troops to the Atlantic Pact 
powers.. In effect, he said that one of two things will 
happen in Europe—either Russia will go to war or she 
will not. In the first event, he went on, the Kremlin 
will certainly not wait until a powerful force has been 
organized, trained and equipped to fight against her. 
She will move while Western Europe is virtually power- 
less. In the second event—that is, if Russia does not

intend war—there is not need for mobilization on a vast 
level. 

Be that as it may, the Hoover-Taft speeches un- 
doubtedly forced Mr. Truman to make some changes in 
ion message. By implication, it was 
a reply to their position.
